My fourth is, that these works, upon the whole, fall 
far short of faithfully unfolding, as should be done, the 
real architecture of the language ; and therefyre leave 
the scholar ignorant of many important facts in regard 
to the relations of words, and the influence of syntactic: 
structure upon the style of composition. 

In my future numbers reference will be had to the 
2d, 3d and 4th objections, and some explanations aind, 
specimens will be given of Mr Felch’s work.
